clared the suffering in the Cobalt and 
Po rcupine regio ns was terrible. Sup­ 
plies in all the camps are practically 
exhausted and unless succo red h un­ 
dreds will die befo re spring. 
More than tw enty w ere dead and 
o ne hundred ill when he

m o nth ago. 
At th a t time there was no 
pro spect of relief. 
He believes hun­ 
dreds have perished since.

A thrilling tale of peril and hard­ 
ships at sea is that told by H arvey 
Maguire of Orange avenue, who re­ 
cently returned to S anta Ana from a 
several m o nths’ so jo urn in 
Alaska, 
where he went, last May to look after 
so me gold mining interests 
located 
abo ut twenty mi es from Solomon. 
W hen ready 
o re turn 
home, Mr. 
Maguire took passage on the steam er 
N o rthw estern, 
bound for 
Seattle. 
The ship was caught 
in 
the tidal 
wave th at recently practically wash* 
ed away the town of Solomon. 
Swept 
b ef'ore furious 
ties and mo untaino us 
waves, the good ship 
N o rthw estern 
w ent out of her co urse, and in the 
hazardo us dt lay supplies of both coal 
and food grew low. 
The ship, with 
a no rmal capacity of 600 passengers 
and a crew of 150. w as crowUed with 
a tho usand anxious 
people. 
Condi­ 
tions grew daily wo rse, 
but finally 
the c a pta n succeeded in m aking his 
way to a by port, w here he replenish­ 
ed with food and coal sufficient to 
carry the ship 
thro ugh to 
Seattle 
But before the relief haven had been 
reached, and while the steam er was 
again and again on 
the 
verge 
of 
wreck, two of the distraught passen­ 
gers figured in tragedies, one of the 
men suiciding on bo ard ship, 
and 
ano ther casting him self in the boiling 
sea, 
from which it was impossible 
to rescue him. 
Mr. Maguire reached his ho me in 
Santa Ana very much wo rn out after 
the 
dangero us 
and 
nerve-racRing 
passage from 
the 
N o rthw est. 
He 
bro ught with 
him ma ny curios and 
specimens of rich 
gold 
from 
the 
mine, the ho me co m ing jo urney from 
which proved so deeply exciting. 
N o tw ithstanding his recent 
sensa­ 
tional experience, 
Mr. Maguire will 
leave in a few days on ano ther quest 
for gold. 
This time he will venture 
equato rward, going with a party of 
fifteen capitalists to South America 
to develop gold m ines there o wned 
by the group of which he is a m em ­ 
ber. 
W hat the trip so uthward 
ma y 
hold for him in the way of adventure, 
the future only can tell.
